Aiming a golf shot is similar 
to aiming a rifle. You must not 
only point the gun (club) at the 
target, but you must also posi- 
tion your body to allow yourself 
to execute the shot properly. 

You will have your best 
chance at proper aiming if you 
follow the three steps that | am 
showing in the illustrations. 

First, approach the ball from 
behind and sight an imaginary 
line from it to the target. Square 
off this line at 90 degrees and 
extend the second line to some 
object at the right of the fair- 
way (illustration #1).

Second, place the clubhead behind the ball so 
nd it is facing down the target line (illustration 

) 

Third, position your feet and your body so that 
you are ‘facing directly the object you have chosen 
alongside the fairway. 

If you follow this procedure, you will properly 
align not only your clubface, but also your entire 
body, into a perfectly square position. 2-/3
